The hydrogen bomb, if it works, 
could easily be made a suicide 
bomb to kill everyone in the 
world, four top atomic scientists 
warned today. 


At the same time, they said it 
probably will be another three 


years before it is even known 
whether such a bomb canbe p”o- 
duced. 


If and when such a bomb is 
made, it would kill slowly by poi- 


| soning everything and everyone 


with radioactive dysts. 
The dusts would be carried 
around the world by the winds. 
The dust would be in the air 
people breathed. It would settle 
on and poison plants and trees, 
everything humans ate or used. 
Scientists could intentionally 
rig an H-bomb to do this, they 
declared. It would be simple. 
They would just put harmless 
chemical elements around the 
H-bomb. The bomb itself would 
turn these chemicals into fantas- 
tic killing dusts. 
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‘1T WOULD BE SIMPLE’ 


Easy for H-Bomb to Kill 
Every Person in World. 


They could make dusts that 
would stay active and kill for a 
few days, a few months, or as 
long as 5,000 years. They could 
pick the kinds of dusts they 
wanted to create. 

The warning was sounded by 
Dr. Hans Bethe, physicist’ of Cor- 
nell University; Dr. Frederick 
Seitz, physicist of the University 
of Illinois; Dr, Leo Szilard, bio- 
physicist, and Dr.’ Harrison 
Brown, chemist, both of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago.

He first started doing his part to 
protect the city’s citizens and prop- 
erty from smoke and fire back in 
| 1911 when the paid fire department 
| was wbout three years old and a

| The other three hours were for 
meals, the chief remarks. 
| In the course of the smoke-stain- 
ed years since he answered his first 
|alarm he has been by turns rookie

FAST FOR FIVE BLOCKS 


His long tour of duty has been

That notable increase in the cost of 
medical and surgical care deplored by the 
Clinical Surgical Society of Western Can- 
ada, meeting in Edmonton, can be materi- 
ally lessened by government aid in the 
matter of diagnosis.

We specify diagnosis particularly be- 
cause it is diagnosis whch is the difficult 
and costly part of medical practice. 

The ‘average general practitioner can- 
not begin to equip his office with all the 

ive devices now in use for the ef- 
ficient detection of disease. 

Therefore the general practitioner,

Easing the Problem 


Ontario's proposal to legalize civil 
marriage in that province will greatly 
simplify the national problem of divorce. 

Up until the present, Ontario has been 
one of the few places in Canada where 
persons contemplating matrimonv was re- 
quired to seek the service of a minister of 
religion. 

Hence every Ontario marriage has 
been, in a sense depending upon the point 
of view, a sacramental marriage. 

The projected amendment to the 


Ontario Marriage Act will authorize 
judges and magistrates to preform mar- 
riages. 


This means that the civil or non- 
sacramental marriage is introduced into 
Ontario for the first time. 

The objection of most Christian com- 
munions to divorce has been based on the 
fact that a civil authority, such as a court 
of law, cannot dissolve or nullify a sacra- 
mental act.

specialist to specialist and from clinic to 
clinic ali of which, in turn, must pay for 
their investments in costly equipment. 

The logical way, then, to bring down 
the high cost of being sick is through the 
establishment of government supported 
diagnostic clincs throughout the country 
which would function in pretty much the 
same way as the valuable cancer clinics 
operate in Alberta.

The cancer clinics in Alberta have 
saved the lives of thousands who other- 
wise would have hesitated to undertake 
the costly and lengthy task of discovering 
what was the matter with-them:

This does seem like a short- 
sighted policy, But the farmer is 
no different than anybody else. 
He has his own problem of mek- 
ing ends meet, Maybe he fecls 
like the shoemaker who makes 
high-class shoes by hand, but has 
to buy factory-made footwear for 
himself and family. 

Here seems to me to be the 
very core to the economic erisis 
of the times. 

Each man, each family and 
each business is compelled to fol- 
low a certain course of action in 
its own interest. But when ail 
such actions are added together, 
they total up to disaster for me 
whole community. 

But every time a family pay 
envelope is cut down—or cut off 
allogether—somebody else suf- 
fers, The city folks begin to buy 
one quart of milk per day where 
they used to take two or three, 
That hits the farmer who in his

If You Need An Alarm 
You’re Due to Be Sick | 


LONDON, Feb. 27. — (CP) — 
Folks who always need an alarm 
clock to wake them in the morn- 
ings are not getting enough sleep 
to keep them healthy. 

Normal people getting all the 
sleep they need wake navurally, 
says London nerve-specialist Dr. 
Denis Williams in a medical re- 
port, 

“The amount of sleep needed 
for an individual's well-being is 
determined by what he feels he 
needs, not by what other people, 
the doctor, think is 


reasonable.” Dr, Williams wrote 
in the Practioner. 

He said the old Enylish proverb 
that “six hours’ sleep is enough 
for any man, seven for a woman, 
and eight for a fool” is medically 
unsound, Many needed 10 hours’ 
sleep to fee) fully refreshed, 

Most people who claim they 
‘don’t sleep a wink” really have 
about five hours’ sleep, the doe- 
tor said, and often show no signs 
of exhaustion, 

“The bad effects of insomnia 
are almest entirely due to worry 
brought about by the belief that 


prolonged lack of sleep is bound 
to be injurious.” 

Dr. Williams said a night's 
sleep for most people is made 
up of two bouts of deep slumber 
with an in-between period of 
restlessness. 

Dr, Williams said the only cure 
for insomnia is to root out the 
basic cause. Commonest source 
of sleevlessness is mental tension 
brough® about by anxiety, worry, 
overwork or over-excitement, 

He recommended the use of 
sleep drugs provided they are 
takeq under medical supervision,
